The deep throated roar of encour- 
agement from a crowded grandsiand, 
sweet music to the ears of the scores of 
cowboys who daily risk life and limb 
Caring the championship cowboy con- 
tests, will ring out with renewed vigor 
again this year, when the annual Cal- 
gary Exhibition and Stampede, where 
$70,000 in prizes and purses are of- 
fered, is held at Victoria Park during 
the week of July 8 to July 18, inclu- 
Sive, 

With the greatest list of purses and 
trophies ever offered for a frontier 
contest, Canadian and American cow- 
boys are soaping their saddles and 
working up their ropes in preparation 
for the big westenn celebration, and 
jeven at this carly date, the biggest 
entry of cowboy contestants in the his- 
tory of the Stampede is expected. 

Agricultural Alberta is preparing 
for the Stampede and Exhibition in 
totally different ways. In the ranch- 
ing districts, the cowoys are rounding 


outlaw horses, for only “top” bronks 
are shipped in for the big contests, 
while in the farming districts, pure- 


poultry are being fitted up for dis-

Never before in the history of 
championship cowboy contests has as 
much money been offered for a bronk 
riding contest as is being offered at 
the Calagry Exhibition and Stampede 
this year.

A Forest Of 2,000 B.C. 
Ancient Douglas Fir Standing At 
Bottom Of Lake In Oregon 


An unexplored wilderness of Doug- 
las fir trees stands upright on the 
hottom of Clear Lake, in Linn Coun- 
ty, Oregon—probably green and 
flourishing in 2,000 B.C, These firs, 
we are told by John D, Guthrie, writ- 
ing in American Forests (Washing- 
ton), were growing in a little valley 
high up in the Cascade Range, when, 
about 2,000 B.C., or before, there 
were eruptions from many peaks 
along the crest. The peaks belched 
forth lava, and the molten stream 
spread out over thousands of acres, 
A tongue of this flow must have run 
into the little valley of the McKenzie, 
and almost filled it.

mile long. 

“The Douglas fir trees are still 
standing on the bottom of the lake. 
The waters fre the coldest of any of 
the Cascade's lakes, and crystal-blue, 
so that the bottom, shining white 
the volcanic ash of long ago, 
seems but a few feet below you. 
With the air excluded, these old trees 
have been perfectly preserved 
through all these centuries, and to- 
day the wood is readily identified, It 
is as sound as ever, with no break- 
ing down of the woody tissues what- 
ever, nor any evidence of infiltration 
of any kind.”’-—Literary Digest.

The great bulk of Canadian im- 
ports come from the United States, 
a nation which has pursued a con- 
sistently selfish, if not hostile tariff 
course toward this. country. Senti- 
ment in Canada is strongly in favor 
of the purchase of British goods 
rather than American.

Grea Soldier's Warniag Against War 


One of the gravest errors some pacifists make, says Toronto Satur- 
day Night, is to suppose that all soldiers of military ability favor war. This 
is far from being true and the fact is illustrated by the great British 
general, Field Marshal Sir William Robertson, who has on many occasions 
raised his voice against war as an institution for the settlement of 
international disputes. . 


Quite recently he has spoken again, pointing out that the desire to 
avoid another war is common to most countries. It would be strange if it 
were not so, he says, inasmuch as the last war cost the world ten million 
lives or double the number lost in all wars of the preceding 120 years put 
together. It also cost not less than $350,000,000,000, a sum that the 
human mind is hardly competent to conceive, to say nothing of an 
incalculable total of distress, sorrow and injury, Its failure as a solution 
of international dispute is demonstrable from the fact that it left behind 
grievances and resentments that can not be eradicated within the lifetime 
of most adults now living. 


Yet though war is condemned by the intelligent men of ald the nations 
who twenty years ago thought of it lightly as an inevitable future develop- 
ment, not devoid of possible advantages, preparations go on much as they 
did prior to 1914. Sir William Robertson is genuinely alarmed over the 
tendency to increasing competition in armaments, All the great powers, 
with (we are glad to note), the exception of Great Britain, are today 
spending more money on arined forces than they spent five years ago. Even 
with a reduced scale of expenditure Great Britain is practically compelled 
to spend $1,275,000,000, irrespective of the contributions of India and other 
parts of the Empire, from the sheer necessity of fulfilling her military 
responsibilities in various parts of the world and protecting sea come 
munications, France and Italy today have approximately as many men 
under arms as in 1914, Germany is complaining of her defenceless 
position, and if armaments are piled up by her neighbors, must some day 
be given permission to arm also, Many smaller nations of Europe are on 
a military footing and maintaining a threatening attitude toward each 
other. The United States feels that future security demanas a vast addi- 
tional naval expenditure. 


What does all this madness portend? Peate is a game which all must 
play if it is to be maintained. Let us hope that the craze for armament 
falls of its own weight before the nations get at each other's throats again, 
The only vestige of a silver lining lies in the fact that machinery for the 
isolation and preverition of wars now exists, a factor never previously 
known in the world’s history; but it is plain that the miracle which will 
convert the human mass from madness to sanity cannot be performed with a 
single gesture.

Harvest Kelp From Sea Floor 


Weed Is Being Tested For Value As 
Cattle Fodder 

Seaweed is now believed to be an 
extremely valuable food for cattle 
and other live stock, and now a Los 
Angeles inventor comes forward 
‘with a machine for gathering it from 
; the bottom of the sea. His machine, 
{which was recently demonstrated in 
| California, is mounted on a _ scow. 
An endless belt of spiked crosspieces 
runs from the surface of the scow 
to the harbor bottom, where blades 
tear off the kelp. The weeds catch 
upon the moving crosspieces and are 
raised to the scow, where they .are 
piled up like hay to dry. ; 

The kelp is then ground and fed 
2 farm animals with their hay and

grain. It may also be used as a fer- 
tilizer, and from it can be extracted 
large quantities of iodine and pot- 
ash. Tests are now being made to 
determine its”relative value as cattle 
fodder.

now shown in the official highway 
map fneucd in 192%, 

There was aa snnouncawa' in 
the press, accompanied py an ad- 
vertisement of the Department of 
Public Works, calling for tenders for 
the grading of the highway as far us 
Gleichen this summer, 

Some two years ago the Gleichen 
Boarde of Trade, suported by the local 
Municipal Council and various public 
bodies in and around Cluny, Arrow- 
wood, Queenstown and Milo, laid be- 
fore the minister of public works a 
petition setting forth the arguments 
against the proposed change. The 
government also had a cheerful survey 
jof the two routes made, In the peti- 
tion presented by the Gleichen Bourd 
of Trade and its supporters, it was 
claimed that the Gleichen route trav- 
eresed a less hilly and better district 
than the alternative route and that 
a much larger population is served by 
the present highway, 

By means of the connecting high- 
ways from Gleichen and Cluny the 
aew und properous towns of Arrow- 
wood, Milo, Queenstown and Shoul- 
dice, with the fine farming disrticts 
surrounding them, have direct con- 
jhection with the highway. 

Important Link 

| The Department of Public Works 
has’ included in its 1929 programme 
the extension of the gravel from the 
point where it now ends, about 20 
| miles éast of Calgary, to a point 6 
miles east of Strathmore, a distance 
jof 18 miles.

The Blackfoot Indians are of the 
best type of Indian and are making 
steady progress in the .' transition 
from their former nomadic life to 
that of progressive farmers, even to 
the extent that the cayuse is being 
replaced by the automoblie as theit 
chief means of locomotion, Their 
reserve is a good example of the re- 
sults of the efforts of the Indian 
department to fit the Indian into 
modern conditions and it is equipped 
with modern schools, hospital and 
other facilities well worth a visit. 
Near Cluny, the Historic Sites Asso- 
ciation of Canada has erected a cairn 
to mark the spot where, at Blackfoot 
Crossing, the treaty was signed be- 
tween the Government of Canada and 
the Blackfoot, Blood and Peigan 
tribes of Indians in 1877, whereby 
these Indians ceded to Canada their 
tights to Southern Alberta and be- 
came the wards of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment for all time. By this series 
of treaties a wise policy of fair deal- 
ing with the Indians was carried out, 
which averted many of thé troubles 
which marked the early settlement 
of other parts of:the continent, 

Was Main Highway .... 

This cairn is erected upon a butte 
overlooking the Bow River valley, 
and the view of the valley from this 
point is one which is greatly admired 
by numerous visitors and is in pleas- 
ant contrast to the surrounding prai- 
ric. The main highway at this point 
runs not far from the route of the 
old Blackfoot trail which, in the early 
days, was the main highway and can 
still be followed in a few places on 
the reserve.

MANITOBA MAY — 
ACCEPT TERMS 
ON RESOURCES 


Ottawa.-Terminating a political 
issue which has disturbed both pro- ' 
vincial and federal politics for more 
than 40 years, the report ‘of the 
Manitoba natural resources commis- 
sion was tabled in parliament 
cently. :

In brief, the report which consists 
of 46 printed pages, recommends: 

(1)--The payment in cash by the 
Dominion to Manitoba of $4,584,-! 
212.49, as the balance due for past 
arrears. 

(2)--The payment to Manitoba of 
$562,500 annually, from now on, until 
the population of the province reach- 
es 800,000. 

(3)— Increase in this annual pay- 
ment of $750,000 when the popula- 
tion of Manitoba reaches 800,000, 

(4)--Finally, when the population 
attains the figure of 1,200,000 an in- 
crease in the amount payable annu-! 
ally to Manitoba to $1,125,000, ‘This | 
amount is to remain unchanged 
thereafter. 

(5)-—The wiping out hereafter of 
an amount of $153,492.82 which has 
been deducted annually from the sub- 
sidy, being the interest on the monies 
received by the province from the 
sale of swamp lands, when these 
lands were under provincial control, 
and the capital sum set as the value 
of the 150,000 acres of land granted 
as an endowment to the University 
or Manitoba, Hereafter, this sum will 
not be deducted from the subsidy. 

It is understood here that both the 


province and the Dominion have 
ugreed to accept the recommenda: 
tions of the commission, and that 


legislation implementing these recom-'! 
mendations will be introduced in par- 
liament early in the season of 1930. | 

The probable effect of the report! 
on the natural resources question as 
it affects Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was being canvassed here by the 
members of parliament. In regard to 
the payment of the subsidies with 
statutory increases in perpetuity, it 
was considered that the report woula 
greatly assist the other two provinces 
to obtain such a settlement.

Gratitude and Praise For God's
